FACTS ABOUT 


AMERICAN TRADE 


Washington,' July 10.—Persistent 
stories of Germany's 
commercial 


achievements in South and Central 
America and the generally accepted 
Soast that German goods had com- 
pletely captured those markets fade 
under the intense light of careful in- 
vestigation into merely Govman pro- 
pag-'nda, circulated with the idea of 
soarin-g all other competitors out of 
the field. 


William C. Wells, chief statistician 


for the Pan-American Union is au- 
thority for the statement that for 
several years before the war Ger- 
many actually was losing ground in 
South and Central America aud that 
the greatest gains were made by the 
United States.1 


"Just prior to the European war," 


says Mr. Wells, "Gorman trade in 
most of Latin America was in danger 
of immediate dissolution. For thirty 
years, it is true, German trade show- 
ed a large and progressive growth— 
but this was almost entirely at the 
expense of France. In 1911, German 
. trade reached its apex. In Argen- 
ina was centered the German efforts 
to capture Latin-American trade. In 
1911 the percentages of imports from 
the seven leading comercial countries 
to Argentina were as follows: United 
Kingdom, 29.6; Germany, 18; United 
States 14,3; Italy 8; France 
10.4; 


Belgium 5.3; and Spa.in 
3.1. 
And 


this was Germany's' 'best year. In 
thirty years Germany had increased 
her proportion 
of 
the 
Argentine 


trade 94 per cent, Italy gained 94 
percent, and the United States gain- 
ed 141 per cent. All the other coun- 
tries except Belgium lost, 
France 


most heavily. Most of the German 
gains were at her expense. 


"In fourteen of the Latin-Aiuer- 


ican countries, notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts made by Germany 
to acquire or to preserve the trade, | 
the result had been practically fail- 
ure. The imports from Germany in 
these countries was only slightly over 
eleven per cent of the whole and less 
than one-fourth of the imports from 
the United States. 


"Wonderful stories have been told 


and are yet being told of German 
commercial success In Latin-Ameri- 
ca. The spreading of such stories is 
and always has been part of the Ger- 
man-program. It creates an atmos- 
phere which is supposed to have a 
depressing effect upon rivals. The 
English, French, Italian, or Ameri- 
can exporter is apt to 
be reticent 


about what he Is doing in foreign 
countries. Not so the German. He 
claims everything and then some. 


"As illustrating that, some time 


ago a story came from Buenos Aires 
to the effect that agricultural ma- 
chinery from the United States im- 
ported into Argentina since the war 
was giving great dissatisfaction; that 
German machinery used prior to the 
war was much better made and more 
suitable to the country. This story, 
with much detail as to why the Ger- 


, man machinery In general use In Ar- 
gentina prior to the war was better,' 
was published extensively In the Unit 
ed States with no comment whatever. 
The facts are that Germany had no 
hold on Argentine agricultural ma- 
chinery Imports, She had been oust- 
ed from this field more than twenty 
yeara ago—horse, foot and dragoons. 
American machinery had done the 
ousting because it was 'better made 
and more suitable to the country and 
the crops. 
Thfc trade was more in- 


telligently handled by American ex- 
porters and as a consequence they se- 


ping anything to these countries, ex- 
cept flour, codfish, lumber and the 
like. Yet in 1913, prior to the out- 
break of the war, the United States 
liad Passed Germany in. fourteen of 
the twenty countries of Latin-Amer- 
ica—that is, the United States ex- 
ceeded Germany in exports to these 
fourteen countries in the ratio, of 
more than 4 to 1—$187,412,096 to 
?43,822,005. 
"In the remaining six countries 


(Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, 
Bolivia and Uruguay) 
the United 


States trade was over 80'.per cent of 
the German 
trade—United 
States 


$141,540.585. Germany, $175,744,- 
271. For the whole twenty countries 
the United States trade exceeded the 
German exports in the proportion of 
C to 2. 


"Figures are sometimes eloquent 


If one knows how to read them, but 
they never tell quite the whole story. 
The point that the figures of trade 
with Latin America do not tell is 
that the German '...ade T/as. precar- 
ious, somewhat artificial, and by no 
means well based. Its bases were long 
credit' and cheap goods. Long credits 
and cheapness are undoubtedly good 
bait with which to fish for trade but 
not necessarily Jor the best kind of 
trade. Furthermore, long credits and 
cheapness are like boomerangs, hav- 
ing a return curve often to the hurt 
of the user. 
"It was notorious that German 


losses" In Latin-America were much 
greater than British 
or American 


losses. Many well-informed persons 
believe them to be greater than both 
combined. The "Germans had what 
amounted to almost a complete mo- 
nopoly of the bad risks. On the con-

South "American export Held, through 
one of Its officials, Sas stated that its- 
losses in South America, extending 
over a long period .amounted to a 
very small'fraction of one per cent.

There have been many Belgians shot 


for helping escapee! prisoners and .other 
fugitives, and it Is not to be wondered 
ot.that they «re willing to take as .few 
chances as possible. A man with a 
family, especially, does not feel, jnsr 
titled .In helping a stranger when he 
knows that he and his whole family 
may be shot or sent to prison for their 
pains.
